I>ec. l l —A group 
of women, composed mainly of edi­ 
tors of women's pages of daily 
newspapers in the Rucks county-

three basic houses (sample houses), 
as well as the Levittown exhibit 
center, erected between the canal 
and Route 13. here, were toured by 
the party following luncheon at the 
Carteret Club, in Trenton. 
While appreciating the sturdy 
construction and

was the modern conveniences, the 
furnishings and color plans which 
absorbed the newspaper women, 
from the time they entered each 
dwelling, stopped at the three-way- 
brick fireplace (pivot point of the 
house which opens into the kitchen, 
dining area and living-room) until 
they had traversed the modernistic 
llving-room, 
the 
colorful 
bath­ 
rooms, and the roomy bedrooms, 
the Journalists made many favor­ 
able comments on the choice of 
furnishings and hues. 
The “Country Clubber." with its 
three downstairs bedrooms, expan­ 
sion attic and 29-foot living room.

$17,000, naturally caught their eyes. 
This is complete with car-park 
connecting the dwelling and utility 
room. the car-park doubling as 
terrace space for out-door enter­ 
taining, if desired.
